An effort was made to test that 
phenomenal shale gas well on the 
Boone Pawer farm this morning, but 
there was nothing doing, that is in 
the way of testing. There was plenty 
foing on for a little while and some I 
of the workmen were just a bit ex­ 
cited for a few seconds. 
One of the 
jest festers* made, with a capacity 
?or three hundred pounds, was put 
on the well and the gas blew it to 
lieees so quickly that the workmen 
did not know 
what had 
happened. 
Not a single piece of the glass face 
ould be found and the dial and ma­ 
chinery in the tester are badly bent 
and twisted* 
Workmen have given up all hope of 
being able to proceed with the dig­ 
ging for some time and the outfit has 
ieen moved until this unnatural gas 
is exhausted 
The well, which is only 550 feet 
deep is regarded a§ one of the most 
remarkable ever drilled in this sec­ 
tion of the country. 
It has 
been 
blowing off since last Monday night 
with a force that will make a twenty- 
five foot blaze, which is not vinV -3 
until it gets six or seven feet from 
the pipe. The well was anchored lac t 
evening and will be piped on to th3 
gas mains and allowed to spend its 
force doing some good. 
Although 
finished wells are usually capped a 
week before they are tested this was 
only left over night and it broke -he 
tester. 
They usually register about 
150.i 
Authorities on gas believe that if 
the well was in trenton rock that it 
supply a whole city, and be the most 
remarkable ever discovered. 
They 
say they often find shale pockets at 
a depth of about 500 feet, jut that 
they never knew 
gas 
to last more 
than twenty-four hours before. This 
one has been 
going one 
hundred 
hours and even seems stronger now 
than it did at first. 
The gas will go 
into the mains of the People’s Gas 
company, which has drilled the w ll, 
and it will be watched with much in­ 
terest.

W orld from p rinting any of P eary ’s 
cabled accou nt of his discov ery , which 
he had agreed to fu rnish ex clu siv ely 
to the Tim es, bu t the cou rt later held 
that the T im es’s cop y right was not 
legally hole-p roof and dissolv ed the re­ 
straining order. 
The Su n and W orld on T hu rsday ob­ 
tained by way of London, w here it 
ap p eared in the London Tim es, by 
agreem ent with the New York Tim es, 
a v erbatim accou nt of P eary ’s brief 
resu m e of his discov ery , and p rinted 
it here. 
Im m ediately the Tim es took 
legal step s to stop this, bu t has failed 
insofar a* Ju dge H and’s decision goes. 
A c o d v of Pearv ’s contract, which 
w as su bm itted to the cou rt, set forth 
tha t the ex p lorer receiv ed $4,000 from 
the new sp ap er, to be considered as a 
loan, which was to be rep aid ou t of 
the p roceeds of the Tim es sy ndioate 
accou nts of his discov ery .

11.—For the p rotec­ 
tion of illegal establishm ents p ay m ent 
of bribe m oney to Edw ard McCann 
w hile he w as insp ector of p olice a t the 
Des Plaines stre e t station, was tes­ 
tified to u nder oath in Ju dge B arber’s 
cou rt by Lou is F rank, a m em ber of 
the saloon firm of F rank B rothers, and 
one of the p rincip al w itnesses for the 
state. This testim ony was giv en after 
tw o attem p ts of attorney s for the de­ 
fense to free McCann 
o r technicalities 
had been fru strated by the cou rt, who 
ov erru led objections m ade by the de­ 
fense to oeTtain cou nts in the indict­ 
m ent. 
F rank testified th a t he first m et Mc­ 
Cann in the insp ector’s office a t the 
Des Plaines stree t p olice station in 
M arch, 1908 , throu gh Police Sergeant 
C harles H aw kins and that later the 
insp ector sent for him on a p lea tha t 
he w anted to see him. 
He described 
his v isit to the insp ector in resp onse 
to this req u est and testified that in his 
office the p olice official asked him to 
collect money which the p rop rietors of 
illegal establishm ents wou ld bring to 
him , in accordance w ith an arrange­ 
m ent which wou ld be forthcom ing as 
soon as be agreed. 
Then F rank told 
of conferring w ith his brother Ju liu s 
and finally of agreeing to do w hat the 
insp ector w anted. 
“W hat was the agreem ent ?’* asked 
S ta te’s A ttorney W ay man. 
“They w ere to p ay me $20 from each 
hou se at my saloon,” rep lied the w it­ 
ness. 
“W ho did they hand the money to?” 
“To m y self or my brother or the 
bookkeep er.” 
“W hen did collections com m ence?” 
“The first of each m onth.” 
“W here did y ou deliv er the money ?*’ 
“At the p olice station to M cCann.” 
In answ er to the nex t q u estion 
F rank said McCann told him on one 
oocasion that he had to be carefu l, as

“W hat did the defendant say ?” ask­ 
ed Mr. W ay man. 
“Don’t p in any m ore slip« o nto the 
mo ney as y ou hav e been do ing . Giv e 


m e the money sep arately and m ake 
ou t y ou r own record.” 
“Did y ou eVer p ay McCann this 
graft money elsew here than at the 
station ?” 
“Yes, a t his hom e.” 
“Did y ou ev er go there with any ­ 
one?” 
“I w ent w ith Max Plu m m er. 
Some 
woman 
was arrested charged 
with 
p andering. 
I w ent to the insp ector’s 
room and told him tha t Plu m m er w ant­ 
ed to fix it u p so the woman wou ld 
not be sent to p rison. 
McCann told 
me it wou ld cost $300 if he did. I w ent 
ou t and told Plu m m er w hat the insp ec­ 
tor said and Plu m m er said he cou ld 
p ay only $25 0. 
I w ent and told Mc­ 
Cann. 
He said all right, and I got the 
money from Plu m m er and p aid it to 
M cCann." 
F rank was q u estioned fu rther along 
this line and said the ju ry retu rned a 
v erdict of not gu ilty against the wom­ 
an. He also said he bou ght three bar­ 
rels of alcohol a t $2.8 0 a gallon ou t of 
his own m oney and sent it to the in­ 
sp ector’s hou se at the la tte r’s re q u e st 
F rank then p roceeded to tell how a 
m an nam ed Petoskey was u nable to 
get a hotel license. 
F rank said he 
took Petoskey to see McCann. 
“ ’How 
m u ch is there in It for 
me.’ said M cCann,” continu ed Frank. 
“ ‘How m u ch do y ou w ant?’ I asked 
him ." 
F rank said McCann asked for 
$5 0, and he gav e it to him. 
Petoskey 
got the license, according to Frank. 
F rank then told how he was ordered 
by McCann to eject Annie Green, Max 
Plu m m er’s wife, when she stop p ed 
p ay ing p rotection m oney to McCann. 
F rank then told of collecting money 
from v ariou s sou rces and tu rning it 
all ov er to McCann.
